LONDON, March 27.—The officials of the 
Japanese embassy confirm ‘the report that 


a Chinese imperial decree has been issued 


by the court at Sian Fu, through Liu Kun 
Yi, the viceroy of Nankin, oftdering that 


the Manchurian treaty“with Russta‘shoukt 


not be signed March 26, the date fixed 
by Russia, An intimation of this decree hag 
been telegraphed to the various govern- 
ments concerned. 

The treaty which Russia was negotiating 
with China provided for the virtual an- 
nexation of Manchuria proper and con'rol 
over all of northern China, including Chi- 
nese Turkestan and Mongolia. It is just 
such a suzerainty as Great Britain holds 
over India. 

The signing of such an agreement by 
China, which was intended to take the 
place of all indemnity demanded by Rus- 
sia. on account of the Boxer war, would 
make Russia not only master of northern 
China. but the absorptions of Corea would 
logically follow. It is this latter fact which 
so deeply interests Japan. Japan wants 
Coree. for her own, and will go to war 
rather than see the little kingdom pass to 
Russian control, 

Notwithstanding the hitch In the nego- 
tiations ceding Manchuria to Russia, the 
Czar’s goverrment, the vast Chinese prov- 
ince is now to all intents and purposes a 
Russian - colony. Russian aggression in 
Manchuria bere its first fruits on March 
28, 1897, when China signed an agreement 
‘leasing’’ Port Arthur and Ta Lien Wan 
Bay to Russia. The same agreement grant- 
ed a concession for a railroad through the 
entire Manchurian peninsula from Vladi- 
vostok to New Chwang and Port Arthur, 
and ultimately to Pekin. 

Great Britain and Japan vigorously op- 
posed the ceding of Port Arthur and Ta 
Lien Wan to Russia, and only the weak- 
ness of the Salisbury ministry averted war 
between Russia on one side and the British 
empire and Japan on the other.

INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION REC- 
OMMENDS THIS SYSTEM. 


MANY NOW ESCAPE PAYING 


The Burden, He Says, Is Thus Left on 
Real Estate and Some Forms of 
Personal Holdings. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Industrial 
commission has made public a report upon 
the taxation of corporations prepared by its 
expert agent, Mr. George Clapperton. The 
report makes a volume of 178 pages. The 
greater part of it is devoted to a suimmary 
of the tax system of the states of Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, Illinois, Wisconsin, lowa and Texas. 
Mr. Clapperton says that he found the 
general property tax system prevailing in 
all the states, but that there are distinct- 
ive features in the various states, which are 


especially marked in the taxation of cor- 
porate property. 

He does not indorse the system of levy- 
ing a fixed rate upon net earnings, which Is 
in vogue in Delaware and Virginia, find- 
ing that while the system is theoretically 
satisfactory it “does not meet the varied 
business developments of corporations.’’ He 
also finds the general property tax unsatis- 
factory. On this point he says: 

“It is clear that under this system there 
are numerous forms of wealth that do 
not and cannot be made to bear a just 
share of the public burdens and which In 
large part evade or escape taxation, and 
some forms which, when reached at all un- 
der the prevailing general property tax, 
are not equally and uniformly, but unjustlv 
and disproportionately taxed, as compared 
with other property. The inevitable result 
is that real estate and some forms of per- 
sonality are unduly burdened with taxa- 
tion.’’ 

Upon the whole Mr. Clapperton concludes 
that an income tax is the most equitable, 
saying: 

“There ig a growing class of citizens who 
receive large incomes or salaries and enjoy 
all the advantages of society and good gov- 
ernment, who, though possessed of abun- 
dant ability to pay taxes, are, under exist- 
ing systems, practically exempt from taxa- 
tion or inadequately taxed. This class is 
receiving and must continue to receive es- 
pecial attention in the revision of reforma- 
tion of taxing systems in the several states. 
While a tax upon individual incomes is 
pene conceded to be just and equitable 
n principle, it has been veceived with dis- 
favor and regarded as impractical in its 
operation.

Sixteen innocent persons killed on the streets of St.

Within a few days Irma Bauer, a 5-year-old baby girl, and 
Miss Lee Conrad, a young lady who was crossing the street 
after alighting from a car, were crushed to death. 

In the baby’s case, a defective fender caused death. In the 
case of Miss Conrad, the jury found that the car was run with 
reckless speed. Mr. Jordan also went under the fender and 
was cut in pieces by the wheels. 

It is the little children, the women and the helpiess old peo- 
ple who are the chief victims of this merciless and continuous 
slaughter. ' 

Negligence of the victim cannot be pleaded in the case of 
oid people and children. Feeble old people and children must 
be protected. Women become panic stricken.

Fenders that will save life. 

An ordinance compelling the slowing up of street cars 
at crossings and the stopping of cars opposite other cars 
discharging passengers. 

It has been’ proved that there are fenders in use in other 
cities that will save life. The ordinances demanded are in 
force in other cities, with excellent results, greatly diminishing 
street railway accidents. 

The record is a terrible one.

One day a learned Persian theologian ar- 
tived. His life had been passed in study- 
ing the essence of divinity and writing 
books upon that subject. So much had he 
read, written and reflected about God, that 
at last his mind became confused, and he 
had ended by declaring himself an unbe- 
liever. When the Kin 


T “sure stood within the Indian city of 


Cause, the unfortunate theologian, instead 
of realizing that he had lost his own reason. 
was now convinced that it was the Supreme 
Reason which did not exist. This theo- 
logian had an African slave who always 
accompanied him. 


for a cup of opium. When he had drunk 
it and the opium began to excite him he 
said to his slave: 

| ‘Well, wretched slave, teil me what you 
think: Does God exist, or does He not?’ 
Certainly He exists,’ replied the African, 
ch py from his belt a little wooden idol. 
““Here is the God who has ever since my 
birth protected me. This God is made from 
a knob of the sacred tree. which in my 
country everyone worships.”’ 

The other persons who chanced to be 
between the theologian and his slave and 
were much astonished. 
to the African and said: 

‘Poor fool! How is it possible for God 
to be hidden within the belt of a man?” 
God is Brahma. And Brahma is wreater 
than the whole universe, which he him- 
self created. Brahma is the only, the 
great God, the God in whose honor all the 
temples on the shores of the Ganges were 
built, the God served by the Brahmins, 
who are the only real priests. Twenty 
thousand years have paxsed, but these 
priests remain unchanged: they are as 
they have ever been, for Brahma, the true, 
the only God, protects thet.’ Thus spoke 
the Brahmin, believing that he would con- 
vince every one.

Release of Elevator Manager Smith cf 
Chicago. 

CHICAGO, March 27.--Lloyd J. Smith, 
former manager of the Chicago Elevator 
Co., was today released from custody and 
the remaining five indictments against him 
quashed by a decision announced by Judge 


Chetiain, with the concurrence of Judges 
Dunne and Gibbons. Smith was charged 
with permitting grain to be shipped from 
the elevators under his management with- 
out cancellation of the warehouse receipts. 
The hearing came up under habeas corpus

| DEAL FOR THE BURLINGTON. 


It Is Declared Closed Notwithstanding 
President Hill’s Denial. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—The acquisition 
of the Chicago, Burlington « Quincy Rall- 
road Co. by the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Interests, which for many weeks 
has been regarded as a certain development 
of the near future—and that, too, despite 
the emphatic and comprehensive denials of 
President James J. Hill, which have been 
taken to be ‘technical’’—is now by com- 
mon consent practically an accomplished 
fact and close to the stage of formal an- 
nouncement, a belief greatly strengthened 
by the course of Burlington and Northern 
Pacific in the stock market. 

Various surmises and ‘‘tips’’ were afloat 
as to the terms on which the control of 
the Burlington was to be taken over, but 
they all agreed in saying that the Buriing- 
ton stock was to be received in exchange 
for 3% per cent collateral trust bonds guar- 
anteed by the Northern Pacific, accord'‘n 
to the several reports, at the rate of $1%‘i, 
$200 and even 20 in bonds for $100 in 
stock. 

It is even declared that Mr. Hill was in 
Boston in conference with the © leading 
Burlington interests, but at the offices of 
the Great Northern Rallway Co. it was 
said he had left this city th his family 
on Sunday to go to Washington with the 
intention of taking a short cruise in his 
yacht, Wacouta, on Chesapeake Bay, and it 
was thought that he was in Baltimore. He 
will return to New York this week. 


CHILIAN CLAIMS COMMISSION. 


Claims for $3,000,000 Were Reduced 


to $8000. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Chilian 
claims commission promises to break al 
records in the rejection of claims. In all 
there were eighteen claims presented, six- 
teen by the United States and two by 
Chile, aggregating something over $3,000,000 
After these, eight have been decided and 
the total allowances are $5000 against Chiil 
and $3000 against the United States. One 
of the chief cases against Chili involved 
upward of $1,000,000, and its disallowance 
in toto makes an important reduction in the 
aggregate. The allowance in favor of the 
United States was that for an American 
citizen arrested in Chili some fifty years 
ago. The allowance tn favor of Chill 
grew out of complications in one of the 
consular offices. 
The most important of the cases is that 
of the ship Itata, which, during the Chilian 
troubles some years ago, left San Diego, 
Cal, with alleged arms and contraband 
goods on board. Chili has made a large 
claim for this alleged breach of neutrality. 
The case was about the last one disposed 
of. It is expected that two months more 
will complete the work, and that the final 
report and adjournment of the commission 
will occur about May 27. 


FOR RAILWAY CONSOLIDATION. 


Magnates on the Way to New York for 
a Conference. 

CHICAGO, M™&rch 27.—President C. M. 
Hayes of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
President Burt of the Union Pacific, Vice-

The miners at Mascoutah haye 
struck, owing to the company's refusal to 
accept William Friedrich as checkweigh- 
man; those at the Citizens’ Coal Co.'s shaft, 
near Springfield, owing to inferior powder 
being furnished; those at Smithboro because 
the company failed to comply with the state 
agreement to pay twice per month, and at 
Oak Hill mine, near Dewey, because of the 


discharge of 22 men by the stock company 
owning the mine and the admission of 
others as stockholders. 


REVENUE COLLECTIONS. 


Total for February Shows an Increase 
of $1,850,771.

by far the most preferable site. Beginning 
at that broad strip of land east of O'Fallon 
Park running a canal in from the river with 
an island around which the ‘“‘Father of Wa- 
ters’’ will flow, which can be made very 
beautiful in shrubbery, treated much as 
the Wooded Island of the Chicago Expost- 
tion, with the canal brought up to Broad- 
way, bridging across Broadway into O'Fal- 
ion Park, thus not interfering with the traf- 
fic and using the eastern portion of O’Fal- 
ion Park for the Fine Art building, which 
undoubtedly should be permanent. The 
eastern porlion of the park, with its hills 
as a background, bridging across Floris- 
sant avenue in like manner to Broadway 
into the University tract, and then block the 
traffic of all streets between Kossuth and 
Floriasant avenue temporarily, running said 
Exposition into the Fair Grounds, taking 
its full area east towards Grand avenue, 
and bridging across Grand avenue into the 
Lindell tract, all of which would give the 
required area, and which is more or les# 
»ractically level ground today. There are 
three reasons why the World's Fair should 
be located up here. The first is owing to 
the inexpensive method of converting the 
property into grounds adaptable for such 
Uxposition. The second is that the city of 
St. Louis, meaning the people at large, is 
interested in the location of the Exposition 
where the city can derive the most benefit 
after the close of said Exposition, and that 
benefit would be by the Fair Grounds re- 
verting to the city as a park with a monu- 
ment of some kind erected at the eastern 
end to mark the spot of said Exposition for 
years to come. Grand avenue being 4 
prominent thoroughfare can be recon- 
structed with an elegant boulevard from 
the extreme south end of the city to the 
north end with connecting boulevards 
through the suggested park and westwardly 
to Adelaide avenue, then northwardly, on 
Adelaide avenue to Florissant avenue, west- 
wardly passing the O'Fallon Park and Fine 
Art Bullding and cemeteries, which are so 
often visited,with a return by a cross-town 
boulevard on King’s highway. Thus you 
will perceive that these two cross-town 
boulevards would connect the two extreme 
ends of the city and the most important 
parks, such as Tower Grove, Shaw's Gar- 
den, Forest Park, O'Fallon Park and the 
suggested park which would mark the sro‘ 
at which this grand Exposition was held. 
Again it would interest capital to invest 
money in the shape of building hotels on 
Grand avenue for the accommodation of 
vur visiting guests, and which after visit- 
ing the Exposition all day and being tired 
out at night would not have to ride seven 
or eight miles to their hotels. These hotels 
when once erected on Grand avenue would 
pe a permanent investment, whereas if it 
went west or south it would not interest 
capital to invest money, and that invest- 
ment be an elephant on their hands after 
the close of the Exposition. It is true that 
Vhen visitors come to view our Exposition 
they will go wherever the grounds are, 
but it is necessarily true that if we do not 
have the grounds as convenient as possible 
our guests will go home remarking, ‘‘That 
the Fair was all right, but the accommoda- 
tions very poor,”’ and that “St. Louis was 
not capable of entertaining her guests.’’ 
Also regarding the level land, one walking 
around the grounds from morning to night 
does not want to walk up and down hills: 
the walking on level ground would be tire- 
some enough by evening. The next con- 
sideration is the national government, 
who»e sole interest is to locate this Fair 
where the best and most gate receipts can 
be secured. I wish to say that the site 
mentioned will guarantee more gate re- 
celpts than any yet suggested. I am sure 
that I being a West. End citizen and no 
property holder at that, that any one caqn- 
sidering my suggestions here from a disin- 
terested standpoint of view will .decide as 
I suggest. We well know that the north 
has very little Valuation placed 
on its property, and that the element left 
after the close of the Exposition will natu- 
the valuation of property, and 
ven at that it would be considerably in- 
creased from that which it ts today.

However 
r am quite in favor of the tri-site plan if 
it eould be arranged; and with so much 
money as is available, all things are pos- 
sible. That would systematize matters so 
that it would be less confusing to visit the 
Fair. "Tis impossible to see all the Fair in 
one day, and if it could be thus arranged 
chose who are limited as to time could 
more conveniently get at what they wanted 
most to see. Besides, it would cause a more 
general upbuilding of the city, which we 
all know fs sadly needed in every direction. 
But under all circumstances let it be in- 
land—just as far away from that unsight- 
ly, unpicturesque, muddy river as possible 
All the water needed can be pes in a 
filtered state. Those who are so clamorous 
to have the Fair located on the banks of the 
river north and south have certainly over- 
looked the fact that in the north end are 
located the rendering and bone factories, 
and in the south end Butler's garbage con- 
cern. all of which are necessary establish-
